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PREFACE. 


Englishmen, Frenchmen, Germans, Italians, and Spaniards, are 
of course primarily interested in the study of their own languages 
and literatures; but no educated man in Christendom will 
hesitate to declare that the study of Greek and Latin is of the 
next importance. It is hardly worth while to discuss the views 
of the people who—especially in England—seek to decry the 
educational value of “ the classics,” and who would dismiss them 
from the place of honour in our schools. All modern literatures, 
like a great many modern institutions, are framed upon a Greek 
or Graeco-Roman plan. The canons of taste which the Greeks 
invented and the Romans accepted, have never ceased to guide 
and control literary composition in all the vernacular tongues. 
Consciously or unconsciously, the poet, the historian, the 
philosopher, has measured his own excellence by a comparison 
with the work of ancient writers; and the form in which his 
thoughts have taken shape has been borrowed, with little 
modification, from the models set by the Greeks. To the 
Romans, with whom our connexion was immediate, we owe 
the rudiments of that education, and a large residuum of Roman 
ideas and Latin phrases in our modern tongues has rendered a 
knowledge of the Latin language indispensable for research into 
the history of any portion of our national life and culture. 
But the - true beginning is with the Greeks. They taught us 
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all—both Romans and moderns—how to think, how to observe, 
how to speak, how to write, and how to reproduce the beauty 
of sound and form. They may have borrowed, as we know 
they did, something from the civilisations of Egypt and Assyria, 
but what they received they transmuted and made their own. 
The sense of wonder and curiosity which comes over us when 
we look at the grandiose designs of Egyptian and Assyrian art, 
is utterly unlike the charm which we feel in even the homeliest 
and least pretentious examples of Greek work. It is not to 
be denied that the two ancient empires possessed what we should 
call authors or literary men, and the remains of their historical 
labours are valuable, but we cannot look to hieroglyphic or 
cuneiform inscriptions for literary art, for those exquisite com¬ 
binations of sound and sense which we find in the classical 
writers, and which, in our affiliated literatures, constitute the 
charm of Shakespeare and Goethe and Dante and Ruskin and 
Hugo. To the Greeks, in fine, modern culture owes its existence. 
Without them our English, French, German, Italian, and 
Spanish literatures might have become as the Chinese or the 
Etruscan—methods of communicating intelligence without any 
of the graces and melodies of eloquence or style. 

In the cultivation of scientific research, and in the applica¬ 
tions of science, we have gone far beyond the Graeco-Romans; 
yet even in these things, as in matters of mental speculation, we 
have to resort to them for our terminology. In almost all 
other branches of intellectual effort, we are satisfied to be their 
rivals, not to excel them. If we were to follow the advice of a 
certain utilitarian sect, and drop our acquaintance with the 
tongues of Greece and Rome, we should not only lose the most 
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precious and stimulating of all mental exercises and enjoyments, 
but we should be unable to understand and enjoy completely 
our own old literature. A favourite book with English and 
American readers is Burton’s Anatomy of Melancholy, the 
greatest charm of which is its apt citation and incorporation of 
classical texts. It is painful to imagine the case of the man 
who is obliged to skip the quotations. Apart from the con¬ 
sideration of works like Burton’s, we must admit that words, 
ideas, myths, legends, proverbs, allusions, which can only be 
rightly comprehended by those who are acquainted with Greek 
and Latin, have passed in such measureless abundance into our 
literature that it would be stupid, if it were not impossible, to 
break up the old wise system of education that makes Homel¬ 
and Virgil indispensable in our schools. 

Greek and Latin are, not quite correctly, called dead 
languages, but death has not impaired the vigour of their 
influence. The most highly educated nation will always be the 
foremost in the world’s history, and the country in which Caesar, 
Thucydides, Plato, Tacitus, Cicero, iEschylus, and Homer are 
most carefully studied will always be the most highly educated. 
This does not imply an exclusive attention to the ancients, but 
rather the contrary; for it may safely be alleged, in the words of 
a shrewd observer of our own time, that the man who knows 
Greek and Latin, knows a great deal besides. The mind is more 
enlarged by a classical education, and more prepared for the 
reception of enlightenment all round, than any quantity of 
instruction in contemporary foreign languages could make it. 

In the ensuing Catalogue it will be seen, by the number and 
the pecuniary value of the books described, that the writer has no 
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faith in any likelihood of a diminution in classical studies. Here 
we have the first editions of many famous Greek works, including 
a superb copy of the Homer of 1488, the Orpheus of 1500; 
iEschylus, Euripides, Aristophanes; Plato, Aristotle, Plutarch; 
Euclid, Ptolemy the geographer, and Strabo; Herodotus (“ the 
father of History ”), Thucydides, Diodorus Siculus, Dion Cassius; 
Demosthenes and Isocrates; Theophrastus and Diogenes Laertius; 
the Anacreontica, the Anthologia, Lucian, Apollonius Rhodius, 
Quintus Calaber, Longus, Heliodorus; besides many early 
editions of other great Hellenic writers. Among the Latins, 
there are the first editions of Plautus, Terence, and Seneca the 
tragedian, besides two MSS. of Terence ; the second edition of 
Catullus, Tibullus, and Propertius; the first editions of Ovid, 
Juvenal and Persius; the first dated Lucretius; three of the 
earliest impressions of Lucian; the first editions of Valerius 
Flaccus, Claudian and Silius Italicus ; two MSS. of Virgil and an 
early commentary, besides the first Aldine edition of 1501; five 
early editions of Horace, the first of which is probably the Princeps, 
besides the Aldine impression of 1501; an illuminated MS. of 
Martial and an early edition printed about 1472 ; the first edition 
of the astronomical poem of Manilius; the first editions of Caesar, 
Cornelius Nepos, Tacitus (with the two succeeding editiones 
primariae) ; the first editions of Justin, Quintus Curtius, Solinus, 
Ammianus Marcellinus, and Valerius Maximus (the undated 
impression of about 1469 and the two dated 1471) ; an undated 
edition of Sallust printed about 1470, the first dated Livy of 1470, 
and the Suetonius of 1471, and a splendid MS. of Cassiodorus 
which belonged to Leo X; the first editions of Apuleius, 
Lactantius, Macrobius, and Petronius ; of Aulus Gellius, Priscian, 
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and Varro ; the Quintilian of 1470 ; the first edition of Seneca 
(Naples, 1475), the Pliny of Rome, 1470, and Jenson’s edition of 
1472 printed on vellum; the Officia of Cicero printed on vellum 
at Mentz in 1466, the two editions of Cicero’s Letters printed at 
Venice in 1469, the Orationes Philippic® printed by Ulrich Hahn 
(1469). Besides these may be mentioned the Civitas Dei of 
St. Augustine printed at Strassburg not later than 1468; an 
early MS. of his Confessions; the first editions of the De Arte 
Predicandi and the Vita Christiana, both printed about 1465. 

No private amateur, of course, would need to fill his shelves 
with all the books in this Catalogue; but it would probably be 
found useful by the heads of new libraries, or the syndicates of 
new Universities, to make a large acquisition, even to the extent 
of purchasing many duplicates and extravagantia, in order to 
possess the nucleus of a full collection of those early impressions 
of classical texts which are equivalent at the present day to so 
many MS. codices. The possession of a large number of the 
Editiones Principes of the Greek and Latin classics would bestow 
an amount of distinction, not otherwise to be obtained, upon 
the newer scholastic institutions of our time.

(A thirty-second blank one 
has been cat away by the binder.) A leaf follows, containing on its reverse a brief 
summary of the life of Catallus, occupying 11 lines only. The poems of Catullus then 
begin on the obverse of the next leaf and occupy 34 1L; next comes a blank leaf ; on the 
reverse of the next is the life of Propertius, followed on the obverse of the succeeding leaf 
by his poems, which occupy 59 11.; at the end of Propertius is the imprint, from which 
the above title and colophon are taken; with the date given in Arabic, not Roman, 
numerals. Statius follows, and occupies the remaining 59 11., with a blank one at the 
end. The total number of leaves in a complete copy is therefore 188 (including three 
blank ones), and not 182 as Brunet says.

This interesting and valuable codex is the one described by Mommsen, 
in an article “ de Lrolii Ciceroniani codice Didotiano,” in the Museum 
fur Philologie (1862, vol. xviii). It is considered to be of great 
importance for the criticism of the text. Classical MSS. of early date 
are amongst the rarest of all books, and a single specimen of this kind 
adds dignity to even the richest library. It was probably written in 
Eastern France in the time of Charles the Bald. 

On the obverse of folio 32, under the words “ Explicit liber 
Tullii,” there is a pen-and-ink drawing by the original scribe of a stand¬ 
ing figure and a head; rude enough in execution, but still indicating 
by costume and the fashion of wearing the hair, the age and topo¬ 
graphical origin of the MS. Then there follows on the reverse of the 
same leaf the collection of sentences (arranged in alphabetical order) 
which is assigned in the headline to Seneca, but which ought rather 
to be ascribed to various authorship, since, as Mommsen points out, one 
of the sentences is by Publius Syrus and others are later than Seneca’s 
time. There are about 450 sentences, each occupying a single line, and 
they end on the obverse of the last leaf. Beneath the “explicit,” in 
the same hand by which the rest of the book was written, we read 
these words:— 

“ Incipiunt versi 

O mortalis homo, mortis reminiscere casus; 

Nil pecude distas, tantum si prospere captas.”

This is the edition described by Brunet in his note upon the other undated edition 
which usually passes for the Princeps. It is certainly not printed in types resembling

This statement, emanating perhaps from Ivo Wittig, but evidently sanctioned if 
not composed by the printer, has a distinct value, as showing that, in 1505 (the year 
in which this Livy first appeared), Johann Scboffer, the son of Peter Schdffer and 
the grandson of Fast, was not under the influence of any family tradition which could 
invalidate the priority of Guttenberg.
